EDMONTON STANDS THE STRAIN 
Edmonton tax payments during Octo- 
ber brought the total for the year within 
$286,000 of the amount that had been 
paid in at this time a year ago. With the 
improvement in the price of wheat, the in- 
dications of an upward turn in business, 
and the more hopeful frame of mind 
which these encourage, the probability is 
that the close of the year will find no more 
charged up as arrears than at the end of 

last year. 
A municipality that is thus holding its 
own in tax collections in 1931 has no 
apologies to make and no cause for alarm 
or misgivings. The last two years applied 
the most severe test to which Canadian 
municipal finances have been subjected 
for many vears. Edmonton is coming 


through with its credit sound, its affairs 
remarkably 


in order, and its revenue 
steady. And this without having shut 


down its improvement program or resort- 
ed to other distress measures of so-called 
economy. 

Perhaps the city is coming through so 
well because the city council kept its head 
and refused to be stampeded into a cut- 
ting and slashing policy under the historic 
delusion that the way to meet hard times 
is to shut down expenditure wherever pos- 
sible and throw people out of work. 


WHO IS TO BOYCOTT JAPAN? 

While the League of Nations is threat- 
enins to boycott Japan, Japan is shipping 
gold into the United States. The gold is 
going there to pay for commodities which 
Japan may require from abroad should 
the Manchurian flare-up develop into a 


large scale war, with China or with 
Russia ‘ 
The question at once arises; if the 


Leavue decides on a boycott, will the Unit- 
ed States be in or out? Japan evidently 
feels confident that it will be able to get 
goods for the gold it is shipping to San 
Francisco. If that confidence is’ well 
founded, or is based on official assurances, 
u boycott by the League members would 
only mean that the United States would 
get the benefit of supplying Japan with 
foodstuffs and munitions while the other 
nations looked on with official disapproval 
und private envy. 

Canada will do well to hold aloof from 
any boycott agreement until it is known 
whether Washington is to join or to main- 
tain its “liberty of action”, This Dominion 
has enormous supplies such as Japan must 
get from some source, and if the United 
States markets are to be open to it Can- 
ada may as well get some of the money as 
let it all go to the republic. 


Canada, besides, has a permanent in-» 


terest in the Japanese market that should 
not be lightly thrown away. If war comes 
it will end, and if Japan depends upon the 
United States for supplies in war time it is 
pretty likely to prefer that country in 
peace time. 


STALIN FALLS DOWN? 


Russia, we are told, now faces the ne- 
cessity of buying foreign wheat to fill or- 
ders it has accepted from abroad. The low 
quality of Russian grain, and a smaller 
crop than expected, are given a8 reasons 
for this supposed necessity. 

, This may or may not be true. Cautious 
people will take the report with the pro- 
verbial grain of salt. But that such a re- 
port can be circulated and can gain wide 
acceptance is in startling contrast to the 
world pessimism that prevailed two 
months ago under the supposed menace of 
an avalanche of cheap Russian wheat 
about to be “dumped” into foreign mar- 
kets. 

It was accepted then that because Rus- 
sia had sowed more wheat last spring it 
would have more wheat to sell this fal] and 
winter, All sorts of fantastic calculations 
were indulged by a nerve-wracked world 
to prove that wheat was not worth the 
cost of growing anywhere but in Russia 
It seems to be recognized now that there 
is one thing Stalin cannot control even in 

tussia—-the weather, and that the weath- 

er after all has something to do with th¢ 
amount of wheat and the quality of 
wheat the farmer reaps, in Russia as else- 
where. 

Providence has come again into His 
own in that regard. He may have dealt 
more generously with Russia than is com- 
monly supposed, But at least it is being 
admitted that even Russia's collectivist 
farmers may not reap where they have 
fuwn. 
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DOMINION LOAN IN PROSPECT 


Notice has been sent out from Ottawa 
that the Dominion Government proposes 
to float a large loan in Canada in the near 
future. That should be neither surprising 
nor disappointing to anybody, 

Surely no one supposed that, with 
revenues shot to pieces, the federal gov- 
ernment could carry out a comprehensive 
public works program and give assistance 
to relief work projects planned by pro- 
vinces and municipalities without borrow- 
ing money. A deficit on the year's oper- 
ations has been inevitable from the start. 
There is only one way to cover the gap 
between outlay and income, that is by bor- 
rowing. 

For the time borrowing in the United 
States is out of the question, In the exist- 
ing conditions that is not practically pos- 
sible. If it were possible, Canada would 
only get S80 for each $100 of debt in- 
curred, would have to pay interest on the 
$10 it did not get, and repay the $100 
matured. Borrowing in

The position is that Canada will have 
to finance itself through the depression. 
The new domestic loan will be a test not 
so much of the ability of the country to 
finance itself as of the will of its people 
to do so. There is ample money in the Do- 
minion to meet any requirements the Govy- 
ernment may have to face. It is simply a 
matter of getting the owners to buy Do- 
minion bonds rather than buy something 
else or leave the money on deposit, 

Canadians with means have never yet 
failed to respond when called upon to take 
up a Government loan under conditions of 
national urgeney, Conditions at present 
are urgent in the extreme, That thev will 
be met in the usual loval, prompt and suf- 
ficient measure can be counted on with 
confidence.

Livestock has played an increas- 
ingly important part in agricultural 
life and the tendency has been to in- 
crease herds. The increase has been 
steady, despite low prices. In sheep 
and swine particularly there has been 
considerable re-stocking of young 
animals 

Dairy production is on the increase 
and is expected to exceed the peak 
year, 1924, when production totalled 
22,000 000 pounds, 

In general wheat grades are higher 
than last year with central and south- 
ern Alberta produce yielding mostly 
No. 1 and No, 2 Northern, Oat pro- 
duction of about 18,000,000 bushels 
will exceed 1930 production by 3.000,- 
000 bushel Barley production 
about the same as last year, 5,000,000 
bushels 

There are quantities of 
green feed available in ceatral and 
northern Alberta, especia'ly in the 
Edmonton district and to the north 
and south of this city and in the Har- 
disty and Camrose districts.

SMALLPOX IS 
FEARED HERE 


Six Cases in King Edward 
Park District—Action 
Being Taken 


Six cases of smallpox have been 
reported in the King Edward Park dis-
